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The Safety Sticker 


More than eleven thousand cars and 
trucks have been examined and declared 
to be in proper condition for driving, in 
the campaign to eliminate defective vehi- 


cles from the streets of Edmonton, The 
police are now taking steps to see that 
owners who have neglected the matter 


neglect it no longer. 

It surely is a minimum requirement 
that anything so _ potentially dangerous 
as a motor car or a truck should be 
equipped with brakes that work, lights 
which function properly, and should con- 
form in other respects to the regulations 
which long experience has shown to _ be 
necessary ‘if the streets are to be reason- 
ably safe, 

No one can question that proposition. 
The trouble is that not every driver acts 
accordingly without strong persuasion, 
and sometimes more than persuasion, on 
the part of the police. Where so many have 
conformed to the sensible proposal that 
they have their cars inspected and ap- 
proved, the car which does not carry a 
safety sticker is made conspicuous. It 
suggests that the owner is lacking in pru- 
dence or in public spirit. 


More Tightening Up 


The oil controller has had to tighten 
up again. With the result that there will 
be no oil to sprinkle on dusty streets, no 
asphalt for paving roads, and only half 
the usual amount of oil going into roof- 
ing materials and linoleum. 

. The timber control regulations have | 
also been drawn tighter. British Columbia | 
mill-owners have been told. that  three- | 
quarters of their output will be needed for 
war purposes for an indefinite time. 

These restrictions will curtail building 
operations. They cancel out street and 
road improvement programs. Household- 
ers will have to get along with the old 
floor coverings, and postpone fixing the 
roof if asphalt or oil is involved. 

These are serious restraints on busi- 
ness, on construction work, and on home 
improvements. They will be felt particu- 
larly in centres where housing is scarce— 
as it is in Edmonton and most other cen- 
tres of medium and larger size. They will 
be accepted of course without protest, be- 
cause they are imposed by conditions 
against which protest would avail nothing. 

If there is yet any “rugged individual- 
ist’’ who has not recognized that in our 
present day life people live, move and have 
their being in a state of interdependence 
the light should be dawning upon him by 
this time. And the interdependence does 
not stop at national boundaries. The as- 
phalt which Canadians cannot get any 
more comes largely from Trinidad, and 
the oil supplies which are being progres- 
sively curtailed come largely from the 
United States and Peru. 


Egypt's Idle Army 


Egypt has been invaded, but so far as 
the despatches have shown the Egyptian 
army has not been doing any fighting. On 
the other hand, the Egyptian premier has 
published a schedule of rewards to be paid 
to people who inform the authorities if 
and where Axis parachute troops are land- 
ed in the country. 

The paradox of the Egyptian Govern- 
ment depending upon Britain to defend 
Egypt is paralleled by this distinction be- 
tween Axis forces who come by tank or 
truck and Axis forces who arrive by air. 
The one type, it seems, are not to be re- 
sisted, but the others are to be rounded 
up. 

There is some sort of an agreement be- 
tween Britain and Egypt w hich makes it 
the duty of British forces to defend that 
country while a trained army of 150,000 
men stands idle and Es gypt maintains offi- 
cial friendly relations. with the Axis 
powers. 

This arrangement is based on the ob- 
vious fact that Britain must defend the 
Suez canal, whether or not Egypt chooses 
to help even to the extent of defending it- 
self. It is on the part of Egypt a cold- 
blooded business deal, the less creditable 
since Egypt only enjoys self-government 
because British soldiers died in thousands 
forty-five years ago to make it free. 

In the present circumstances this lop- 
sided arrangement has not even the poor 
merit of being sensible. Do the Egyptians 
or their Government imagine that if Hit- 
ler should defeat the British army and 


capture the Suez canal he would then 
withdraw his forces from the valley of the 
Nile and restore their independence? 


They should take a look at Poland and the 
other dozen countries which he is avowed- 
ly welding into a greater Reich. 


1942 Isn't 1917 


Hon. P. J. A. Cardin says his attitude 
is not changed “one iota’ by the an- 
nouncement that parliament will have a 
chance to vote no-confidence in the Gov- 
ernment before any drafted men are actu- 
ally sent oversea. The vote he thinks will 
be taken under closure, and the specific 
reasons for Senatne men abroad not made 
public. 

Having repudiated the _ principle of 
majority-rule, the ex-Minister now pro- 
pose to pose as a super-strategist and re-

abroad. He says so in advance, without 
knowing or caring what the circum- 
stances may be under the military 
men may make this recommendation. 

At the trial of Mr. Rene Chaloult at 
Montreal, the accused member of the Que- 
bee legislature said his purpose in making 
the speech which got him into trouble was 
to “warn the Government that the riots 
which took place in 1917 when conscrip- 
tion was passed would be repeated on a 
possibly larger scale”

there are no signs that they will be, de- 
Spite the inflammatory appeals of Messrs. 
Chaloult, Cardin et al. For the reason, it 
may be supposed, that the plebiscite which 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier pled for in 1917 was 
held in 1942 before any steps were taken 
to amend the Mobilization Act. 

There are grounds to suspect that 
these extremists, who may hope to repeat 
the Nationalist coup of 1917, are mis- 
judging the distance the people of Quebec 
are prepared to go. The rank and file in 
that province have never revolted against 
the expressed will of the majority of the 
Canadian electors. That they are minded 
to do so now is doubtful.
